Albuquerque, N. M., Dec. 7 CP) 
— An explosion in the Morgan 
coal mine at Madrid, N. M., 40 
miles 
north 
of 
here, 
caused 
death today to a number of 
miners, early estimates ranging 
from eight to ninety. 
All available ambulance equip­ 
ment 
and 
physicians 
were j 
rushed from Albuquerque. 
The company’s office at Albu­ 
querque reported “eight or nine” 
miners were killed, but unofficial 
reports placed the number as 
high as ninety. Passengers on a 
train at Domingo, who were in 
Madrid this morning, said they 
understood about 70 men were 
killed. 
One of the passengers said he 
saw flames leap high into the 
air from the mouth of the mine 
after the blast. 
Company officials said they 
were 
not 
certain 
how 
many 
miners were at work when the 
explosion occurred and declined 
to make an estimate. Those fa ­ 
miliar with mining operations 
at Madrid reported about 100 
men were employed ordinarily.
